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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the office action issued on 02/05/2005, examiner objected to Claims 22 and 3 1 by 
mistake.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 22-35 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a semiconductor base comprising substrate and a GaN crystal formed on the substrate 
by vapor phase growth where the substrate has a concavo-convex surface as a crystal growth 
plane and the GaN crystal is grown laterally from an upper part of the convex part of the 
concavo-convex surface and a surface of the concave part as starting points such that the crystal 
grown laterally from the upper part of the convex part and the crystal grown from the surface of 
the concave part are joined to cover the concavo-convex surface of the substrate.
